A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Regarding the outstanding non-responsive, Undersigned was of the 
opinion that the amended claims are distinct from the examined claims as the later relate to a flow meter, while the 
former are related to a calibration factor for any flow material. Mr Pruden expressed that it was desirable for the 
amended claims to be examined, as those claims would conceivably include a densitometer. Undersigned's concern 
extended to the obvious difficulty of re-examing a method claim that would be only limited to include the body of claim 1 
(Amended), where such steps (and only such steps) could be employed the many environments outside of the 
flowmeter art. Applicant will request reconsideration, and in the possible event that all of the claims remain directed to 
a patentably distinct invention from the originally filed claims, Applicant was made aware that he could submit a Rule 
181 petition for supervisory review.
